The high temperature which prevailed 
throughoyt the greater part of the 
month made the spending of a portion 
of the day in the open air essential, 
consequently the, Parks and Gardens 
were patronised to an exceptional extent, 
The value of shady resorts in open 
situations was particularly obvious in the 
Public Garden, where on the water 
front, under the dense shade of massive 
plane trees, children were able to spend 
the greater part of the day. Hongkew 
Recreation Ground though less shady 
was, owing to its open situation, a few 

cooler in. the evenings than 
places within the Settlement. The roof 
of a summerhouse in the Public Garden 
collapsed. As white ante were discover. 
ed in the pillars, the entire structure 
was removed and burnt, and a new 
house of rustic wood was constructed, 
the pillars being embedded in five inches 
of tar chips. 

There was an increase in the numbers 
of people who attended the Band Con- 
certs. Particularly noticeable is this 
increase in Hongkew Recreation Ground 
where in absence of traffic noises, every 
note can distinctly be heard nearly all 
over the Ground. 

Nurseries.—Early sowings of such 
Spring flowers as wall-flowers, myosotis, 
etc., were effected.
